THE WAR PREPARATIONS. 
STILL A MYSTERY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Nov. 29.—Secretary Robe- 
son continues to push forward his warlike prep- 
arations in all the navy-yards of the country, 
and in proportion es the magnitude of his opera- 
tions is disclosed and public curiosity or appre- 
bension aroused, the efforts of the authorities 
are increased not only to conceal the cause of all 
this activity but even prevent the public from 
knowing its extent. Every one connected with 
the Navy Department is forbidden to give any 
information in regard to the fitting out of yessels 
or transfer of officers, while members of the 
Cabinet either pretend to know nothing at all 
about the matter or say that the Secretary of the 
Navy is simply making bis sonual trans- 
fers from colder to warmer waters. 
One member of the Cabinet said to-day that 
for twenty-five years, except during the War, it 
bad been customary to withdraw all vessels that 
could be spared from warm latitudes and un- 
healthy climates, and that at this season of the 
year a great number of them are always sent 
back. This year he sald we have 

MORE AVAILABLE VESSELS 
than herstofore, and therefore these transfers 
make more stir. This, he said, was sufficient ex- 
placation for all the present activity in avy 
circles, but this explanation, which has before 
been given from equally high sources, does not 
satisfy the public mind. The amount of money 
now being sent by the Secretary of 
the Navy is very great, and not 
warranted by the appropriat ons made during 
the last session of Congress unless it is intended 
to spend the greater part of the available funds 
now and ask for more money after Congress 
meets. It w indeed now learned that every 
available iron-clad vessel which the Government 
owns bas either been made ready for sea or is 
rapidly approaching that condition, and tha: 
each one of them has beea supplied with outfit, 
torpedoes, and torpedo-apparatas, which have 
been prepared in the greatest haste. It is also

4 PLEA FOR THE RECOGNITION OF ITS INDEPEAD- 
ENCE, AND ITS ULTIMATE AXNEXATION. 
Sveciat Correavondence of Tae Chicago Tribune, 

Wasurxoron, D. C., Nov. 27.-—It is pretty 
determinately settled by the Great Omuaiscients 
of our political inner-life that the President, in 
bis coming message to the coming Congress, 
intends to propose to that body the recognition 
of Cuba’s rights as a belligerent pation, and the 
acknowledgment in amplest terms of her 
belligerency. The apathy with which our coun- 

bas heretofore regarded the struggles of the 
4 in Cuba, for th ir freedom from an 
over-the-sea despotism, is a wonderful pe- 
culiarity of public sentiment, that owes its rise 


_ | to forgetfulness of past personal bistory, and 


its continuance to the same, superinduced by 

home-troubles of an engrossing nature. What 

we lack, and bave lacked, is time to meditate. 

But the time is at band when the everlasting 
fitness of things is to be bronght into active 
operation, and the seotiment and spirit of a dor- 
mant Administration are at length revolution- 
ized into positive action, whose vivid results 
will immediately obliterate a great deal of the 
timidity of tbe past. What has heretofore mili- 
tasted against Cuba with us, as well as want of 
thought upon the sabject, is ignorance. The 
abeviute fact is, that we are pretty completely 
in the dark concerning the wland; and, as the 
press has been queerly silent upon it, the ig- 
porance has continued aad exaggerated itself. 

I will detail a little on Cuba as it is, not what 
it might be; which light cao be reflected on the 
subject to the general benefit of the public. 

CUBA AS CUBA 16—FERTILITY. 

The area of this combatant isiand is 47,050 
square miles. Its population, by the last 
official statistical report, is 1,860,000 inhabitants. 
In area it is twice as large as Greece, four times 
as large as Belgium, and half as large again as 
Portugal; so, if the right of independence of 
nations is to be measured by their sizes, Cuba is 
ahead of three other Powers to begin witb. Before 
the war, ita snunual ctions amounted in value 
to $259,522, 811, w , of course, is not a tithe of 
its ability if worked up to the proper pitch of 
cultivation. The negroes of the island number 
about one-third of the 72 2 Slavery is a 
Spanish institution, the having issued 
a prociamation of emancipation. 

One-balf of all the sugar consumed in the 
world is produced by Cuba. To temper the con- 
sumption of so much sugar, it evolves out of 
itself 10,000,000 of kilogrammes of coffee. Its 
mines supply a sixth of all the copper in the 
universe. Tobacco and mahogany are two pro- 
doctions identified with the very name of the 

lace. 

0 Tbese details are dull,—necessarily so. Facts 
peraily are when dished up like a Patent-Oſhce 
port; they might be enlivened by romance, 

but the matter is too grave aod serious to joke 
about; the only thiog I fear is, that, truth be- 
ing stranger than fiction, I will compromise my 
veracity by telling too much in the subsequent 
details. 

Cuba’s foreign trade is, of course, limited ; 
but there is every reason in the world of reasons 
why it should, if properly managed, aod un- 
prejudiced by external violence, sometbing 
Immense. coast—well, the whole island is 
a coast, indented with magnificent porte. Ha- 
vana is a specimen; but Havana is far behind 
Guactanamo, Cienfuegos, Nipe, and a dozen 
otbers, in this respect ; in avy one of which the 
argosies of the universe could harbor in safety 
at one time. 

In the volume just published by the State 
Department on the commercial relations of the 
United States in 1874, is recorded on page 1,035 
the following facts: ‘‘ The island [of Cuba) is not 
worked up to its producing ca tv by as much 
as one-half or two-thirds”; and that The soi! 
is probably the most productive in the world.” 
Just imagine—or don’t, for it threatens insanity 
—how Spain's despotism is keeping up the price 
of tobacco, sugar, aud, in amediate way. whisky, 
for Cuba can be turned into a regular old dis- 
tillery of the cheering fluid, on account of the 
immense saccharine produce it 

Talking avout fertility: in the District of 
Colon, where the insurgents are now threaten- 
ing the sugar-fields, the depth of the top layer 
of soil averages from 16 to 18 yards. Farms in 
that country are inexhaustible in richness, and 
subsoil plows are things as upkpown as unnec- 


essary. : 
CUBA'S CIVILIZATION 

That the native Cubans are naturally progress- 

ive, is found in the fact that they had railroads, 
coasting steamers, and telegraphs. long before 
the stepmother country, old Spain, 
„those articles of modern enlightenment. They 
are tolerably well Americanized io agricultural 
civilization, but not so much as they might be if 
they were more so, or if the continuation of hos- 
tilities bado’t pretty well left agriculture one of 
the lost arts. 

In respect to polite literature, sience, soeial 
culgure, and the polite arts, Cuba is French, 
drawing upon France as her model and glass of 
form, and being more closely allied with the 
French in style. The latest books io Paris are 
for sale in Havana twenty days after their publi- 
cation in France. 

SLAVERY IN CUBA. 

If Spain bad not been interested in its contin- 
uance, slavery would have ceased in Cuba years 
ago, and in a peaceful manner; but the other 
country holds 2 — living negroes lice death 
to a dead colored man, as a means of domination 
among the Cubans. Very early in the inning 
of this century, the city corporation of Havana 
laid before King Ferdinand VII. a petition for 
the abolition of the slave-trade. Their innate 
decency taught them the disgrace of this dis- 
graceful business, and they have at all times op- 
posed it and its eifects with wor. When the 
Goverument of Queen Isabella called a delega- 
tion from Cuba and Porto Rico to Madrid in 
1865, to settle upon some reformation, the dele- 
gates demanded, as one of the most important 
reforms, the abolition of slavery. The num- 
ber of voluntary emancipatioas, contracts of 
ransoms, coartaciones (a sort of restriction, 
determined before legal magistrates, of the own- 
ers’ rights), in fasbion with the Oubaos, when 
detailed grows into something majestic in its 
maltitude. A very en custom was in vogue 
among the native bans, of the daughters of 
each family standing as godmothers to at least 
oue save infant at the baptismal fount; aod the 
result of such relationship was always the gift 
of freedom by the young lady to her coffee-col- 
ored godchild. This alone would count up, in 
a few generations, to a large percentage of vai- 
untary enaneipations. The negroes understand 
the native seniiment of the two parties, and de- 
cide naturally against the Spaniards.

It opens with the statement of both 
sides to the case, which involves the retention 
or non-revention by the Government of half the 
compensation due the road for the transporta- 
tiou of mails, and military, and Indian supplies 
as reimbursement for interest paid on 
issued to the to aid the construction 
of the railroad. One of the grounds for 
the retention is the general right of set- 
off. It is true, says the Court, this right as 
a general principle exists in the Government, 
and is commonly exercised when settling with 
those having claims against it, but manifestly 
the rules apphesbie to ordinary claims for set- 
vices reodered the United States do not apply to 
this controversy. The bonds im question were 
issued by the United States to aid the construc- 
tion of a great highway. In them- 
selves they do not impute any obligation on the 
part of the corporation to pay them. and wheth- 
er, when the Government bas paid the interest 
on them, an obligation arises on the part of the 
corporation to refund it, depends wholly on the 
conditions on which the bonds were delivered 
to the corporation, and received by it.

M'VICKER’S THEATRE 

Mr. Barry Sallivan made his first bow in a 
Chicago theatre Aug. 15, 1859. In the sixteen 
years that have elapsed sioce then time has ap- 
parently dealt lightly by him. He seems still 
almost a young map, His first play then, as 
now, was Richelleu. In the cast supporting 
him sixteen years ago were Messrs. Bradley. 
Myers, and Ditloo, and Mrs. Leighton. There 
was not, probably, in the theatre last night one 
person who was present at the first representa- 
tion. To all intents and purposes, Mr. Sullivan 
was a stranger, and his conception of the mag- 
nificent, time-defying Cardinal was as fresh as 
if it had never before been presented by him in 


Chicago. 

The key to the character of Richelieu has been 
often sought for in vain, and even to this day 
many acute critics grope blindly in search of it, 
without success. It lies in the famous soliloquies, 
brief but pregnant with meaning, at the end of 
the urst act and the beginuing of the third. In 
these, if anywhere, we must look for a revelation 
of the ioner soul, and ap uncovering of the very 
heart of the Cardinal; for in no other place 
does be give the reins to his speech and cast off 
disguise. The two soliioquies referred to are 
boch in the same vein. Wheo taken apart, the 
second seems almost a continuation of the fist. 
The theme of discourse in both places is Power.

The excitement and indignation aroused 
in the community in consequence of the 
Way.tanp murder have by no means abated. 
Public sentiment continues to find free ex- 
pression in the columns of the press, and it 
is easy to perceive that the mere hanging of 
the murderer Davrs will not restore quiet and 
a sense of security. Two letters printed in 
our columns this morning will command at- 
tention and consideration,—one relating 
to the frequent public exhibitions of 
drunkenness and debauchery by indi- 
viduals holding high positions in the 
municipal government, and the other on 
the subject of carrying concealed weapons 
and the, failure of the authorities to enforce 
the law in this regard. A fruitful source of 
murders and deadly affrays is to be found in 
the fact that, as a rule, the thieves and gam- 
blers habitually carry pistols and knives day 
and night, while the respectable classes as 
habitually go unarmed. A rigid enforcement 
of the law forbidding this dangerous and un- 
equal distribution of weapons of attack and 
defense is one of the things that should be 
insisted upon. 


THE CUBAN SITUATION—A PARALLEL. 

If it be true, as reported, that Spain con, 
templates sustaining VALNASTDA, the Captain. 
General of Cuba, in his threat of vengeance 
upon Guatemala for recognizing the Cuban 
patriots as belligerents, then the situation 
certainly presents a warlike front from 
which the American nation cannot and will 
not desire to escape. The effect of such an 
underiaking would unquestionably be to ree 
unite the present separate and independent 
Republics of Central America for common re- 
sistance, with the probable assistance of 
South American Republics. The Republics 
of Peru, Chili, Colombia, Venezuela, and 
Bolivia having also recognized the Cubans as 
belligerents, a Spanish attack on Guatemala 
for that reason would call out the resistance 
of all the other small and contiguous powers 
that have exercised the same right. There is 
already an important movement in Central 
America toward the unification of the 
five independent Republics for common 
political and commercial weal. A Spanish 
attack upon any one of them would give this 
movement a sudden impulse that would prob- 
ably accomplish the desired result, and cer- 
tainly bring discomfiture and defeat to Spain. 
Nor could the American people hold aloof in 
such a contest. Any armed interference in 
the rights of any American Republic recog- 
nized by international law is an infringement 
on the Monroz doctrine which the American 
people cannot brook. The Mowroz doctrine 
is not, as is often misconceived, a policy of 
further acquisition of territory by the United 
States, but a principle, vital to our own 
autonomy, that no European power shall be 
permitted to acquire territory or assert its 
sovereignty over any Republic on the Ameri- 
can continent. An attempt on the part of 
Spain to coerce Guatemala, or any other 
American Republic, to recant its recognition 
of the Cubans as belligerents, would be, in 
effect, the assertion of that European sover- 
eignty in the manner which the American 
people have always determined to resist. An 
insane movement of this kind on the part of 
Spain will mean war with the United States, 
and the loss of Cubaand Porto Rico forever. 

It is not surprising that the whole Ameri- 
can people, without regard to party, should 
feel the heartiest sympathy for the Cuban 
patriots; it is only a wonder that the ex- 
pression of such sympathy has been so long 
repressed. The Cubans are fighting for the 
same rights to-day that forced the American 
colonies into revolution a hundred years ago. 
The policy of Great Britain then was similar 
to the policy of Spain now. She demanded 
the right to dictate to her colonies the laws 
that should govern their trade. She levied 
imports for her own benefit in such a way as 
to constrain her colonies to buy what they 
needed and sell what they had forsale on 
terms that would give her the chief benefit of 
the trade. It was against this policy that the 
Americans first protested and then revolted. 
They fought seven years with the heroism of 
desperation before the great empire of Britain 
would relinquish the hope of retaining her 
colonies and enforcing her policy. Revolt 
against this trade-dictation led to political in- 
dependence and the birth of a new nation. 
From that time Great Britain began grad- 
ually to reform her colonial policy, until to- 
day there is not a British possession or de- 
pendency, from the little Malta to the 
great East Indian Empire, that has not the 
right to regulate its own commerce, buy 
where it can buy to best advantage, and sell 
where it can sell to best advantage. The sin- 
gle right reserved by Great Britain in her 
trade relations with her colonies is that they 
shall not discriminate against her in their 
regulations for commerce,—a right she would 
be inclined to assert as against any independ- 
ent Government that sought to discriminate 
against her. 

The lesson which Great Britain learned 
from the successful revolt of the American 
colonies was entirely lost upon Spain. Spain 
has held her possessions as long as she could 


with the single purpose of filling her national 


coffers at their expense, untiF one by one 
they have all cut loose from her on the Ameri- 
can continent, and she has left only the two 
islands of Cuba and Porto Rico. The ex- 
traordinary richness and exceptional demand 
which Cuban products have enjoyed have 
enabled the natives to endure Spanish extor- 
tion longer than could Mexico, or the present 
Republics of South and Central America, all 
of which were once Spanish possessions. 
But as Spain lost other possessions she fast- 
ened the toils more closely around Cuba, and 
enforced her extortionate exactions with a 
system of cruelty that overstrained human 
endurance. The Cubans pleaded and pro- 
tested in vain. At last they rebelled, 
and have entered upon a war that 
to those who have in it 
means freedom or extermination. They are 
fighting for rights as sacred as life, and with- 
out which life is no boon. Cuba to-day can- 
not buy a barrel of flour, nor a tierce of beef, 
nor sell an orange or a pound of sugar, with- 
out paying exorbitant tribute to Spain. Sue 
is not perm tted to buy where she can buy 


murderers, and convicts. The jaile and 
penitentiaries of Spain are emptied to prey 
upon the Cubans and enforce the Spanish ex- 
tortions by eruelties that are scarcely second 
to those of the Inquisition. The Cubans 
have, therefore, entered upon a fight for life 
that they will never give up short of exter- 
mination. Their cause to-day is a counter- 
part of the Américan canse, the glorious suc- 
cess of which is shortly to have a centennial 
celebration. 

If the United States Government is forced 
into an interference between Spain and Cuba 
by an infraction of the Mowroz doctrine, or 
by any invasion on the part of Spain of 
American rights, the similarity of the Cuban 
cause to that for which the American forefath- 
ers fought will not fail to impress itself upon 
the American people in a degree heretofore ig- 
nored, and it will create an intense American 
partisanship for the people cursed by Spanish 
oppression and Spanish cruelty. This parti- 
sanship will be further strengthened by the 
selfish desire to improve our own trade rela- 
tions with Cuba, which will be incidental to 
the liberalization of the island, and the un- 
selfish desire that the last vestige of human 
slavery shall be eradicated in America. The 
arrogance, intolerance, corruption, greed, ne- 
cessity, and proverbial obstinacy of the 
Bourbon race may betray Spain into giving 
the United States an occasion for interference 
that cannot and ought not be resisted.

THE SUPREME COURT. 

A Chief-Justice of the United States should 
step from his home to the Bench across the 
grave of every partisan ambition he has at 
any time entertained. Every such ambition 
should be buried too deep for any resurrec- 
tion. It is a matter of public moment and 
public congratulation that ChiefJustice 
Warre has already formally refused the 
urgent request of injadicious friends who 
asked him to allow his name to be presented 
as that of a candidate for the Presidency. 
Mr. Warrz’s reply has already been made 
public. It is straightforward and manly, 
and shows that he intends to avoid the error 
which was so fatal to Css fame and 
which is toying with that of Justice Davis. 
The judicial mind is not usually fitted for ad- 
ministrative politics, and impartiality 
cannot be preserved when a man is tossed 
in the whirlpool of party passion. 
A Judge who decides questions between 
commonwealths, between the nation and its 
several parts, who expounds the Constitu- 
tion, from whose decision there is no appeal, 
should be above all personalambition. If he 
drags his ermine in political mire, he is unfit 
to wear the stained robe. A man with his 
duties must not be an adept in the lies of the 
caucus and the tricks of the campaign, must 
not be a maker of slates, a promiser of 
offices, a huckstering politician. This would 
be unseemly and wrong. It will be an evil 
day for the United States if the Bench of our 
Supreme Court is ever degraded into a mere 
stepping-stone for the Presidency. Mr. 
Warrz is wise when he prefers to re- 
main for life the sixth Chief-Justice of 
the United States rather than to try to be- 
come for a brief four years the 
nineteenth President. He is the Sixth Chief- 
Justices, although ten appointments were 
made to the office before him. Of the men 
appointed, Jon Rutieper, of South Caro- 
lina, though he presided over the Supreme 
Court, in 1795, during a recess of the Senate, 
was rejected by the latter body; W114 
Cusn, of Massachusetts, an Associate Jus- 
tice, appointed and confirmed in January, 
1796, declined; Jom Jay, the first Chief- 
Justice, reappointed and reconfirmed in 
1800, declined ; and Gzorcr H. Wruiiams and 
Cazes Cusnino, appointed in 1874, were both 
rejected. What may be called the regu- 
lar ticket” of Chief-Justices thus contains 
only six names,—those of Jom Jay, OLIvzn 
ELxswonrn, Jom Mass. Roos B. 
Taner, Sataton P. Cas, and Morzrson R. 
Warts. Only one, Mr. Cn, was ever 
stung by the gadfly of ambition for the 
Presidency. 7 

A NEW GERMAN RAD. 

A singular dispatch comes from Berlin to 
the effect that the Court Intendant has issued 
a circular to the theatres in Berlin, directed 
to the female artists, and forbidding them any 
longer to indulge in extravagance in dress. As 
the ballet-dancers can hardly be charged with 
extravagance in dress, the circular is evi- 
dently aimed at higher game, and must apply 
to the actresses of the dramatic and the prime 
donne of the lyric stage, who in Berlin, as 
in fact the world over, are wont to indulge 
in extravagant finery. There is a degree of 
consistency in the action of the German 
critics, who proclaim that pure art is giv- 
ing way to the art of the modiste and the 
milliner. It is painfully evident on our own 
stage. Some American managers advertise 
the dresses of their star fully as much as the 
star herself, and all along the great distance 
from On Locaw to CLAN A Morzis, and 
from the chorus leader to Cn rA Nussox, 
the dresses, laces, and jewelry of the artists 
are made a prominent and offensive feature 
of stage advertising and managerial pronun- 
ciamentos. The evident purpose of the Berlin 
Court Intendant is to strike at a fashion 
which has been borrowed from Paris. The 
fashions which emanate from that gay city 
and thence spread over the world originate 
from the stage. They are the results of 
a conspiracy between the managers and 
the dressmakers. The latter set their 
wits at work and devise costly dress- 
es and trimmings. They are loaned 
to the managers for a trifling price, and are 
worn by his actresses or singers. As all the 
world flocks to the theatres and opera-houses, 
they speedily become the rage. They are 
then transferred to the shop-windows and 
sold to the female butterflies from New York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia, now and then an 
outfit finding its way to the trunks of some 
Chicago butterfly. The same practice ex- 
tends to our own stage. The goods that 
sell most rapidly are those introduced upon 
the stage, and these are copied from the 
French stage. Even where they are not 
used upon the stage, the sale is greatly en- 
hanced by affixing to them the names of fa 
vorite artists. Vow Borow coats, Waczrxt 
neckties, Trrrens hats, and Ann Gop- 
ban cloaks, may be found everywhere. The 
Berlin Intendant’s pronunciamento is evi- 
dently intended to reach even beyond the 
limits of the stage. If he can reduce the 
extravagance in dressing upon the stage, and 
compel artists to appear in plainer and more 
economical attire, he will not only be doing 
a good thing for art by emancipating it from 
the thralldom of the milliner and dressmaker, 
but he will also strike a heavy blow at extrava. 
gance of dress in the household. The stage, 
of course, will yield without resistance, as 
the managers dare not disobey; but it 
is not so certain that the people will yield, at 
least without a determined resistance. When

Every household will 
rise up in revolt, every milliner, ’ 
and designer of fashions will combine against 
him. Even the managers, although they will 
be compelled to obey, will not do it 
without protest, for what will Lvoca, Mar- 
LINGER, and the other German singers do for 
effect in plain apparel ? What is to becgme 
of Waanen’s great Nibelungen Trilogy, with- 
out the magnificent costumes prepared for 
Brunhilde, Isolde, and the Rhine goddesses ? 
If the order can be successfully executed at 
Berlin, it will rapidly spread over Germany, 
even to Baireuth. If it could spread still 
further and reach our own stage and eman- 
cipate it from the dictations of dreasmakers, 
it would be a blessing. The criterion 
of art in America upon the lyric and dramatic 
stage is too apt to bea pretty woman ins 
pretty dress,—the product of the lair-mer- 
chant, paint-and-powder seller, dressmaker, 
and milliner. From this point of view the 
German critic makes a very sensible protest, 
and the German Court Intendant has done 
well to heed that protest. When it comes, 
however, to the household extravagance, he 
will raise a breeze about his ears that will re- 
mind him of an East Indian typhoon. 


COUNT VON ARNIM’S BOOK. 
A dispatch from London in our last issue 


| intimates that the Senate of State Tribunal 


at Berlin has ruled that the charge of treason 
against Count Von Annis admissible. The 
grounds for this decision are not apparent, 
unless they grow out of reckless blundering, 
of which a signal instance has already been 
made public by Vow Anm himself in the 
publication of a statement of his relations, 
and also of certain private correspondence 
between himself and Bismarck. The state- 
ment is contained in a book recently pub- 
lished at Zurich either by himself or by 
some one who had access to his papers. The 
book is at once indiscreet and foolish, and 
will injure the reputation of Count Vor 
Ann as a statesman the world over. The 
most remarkable disclosure made by it touches 
upon the resignation of M. Turns, which 
was a serious point at issue between 
Count Vow Awnt and Bremancz. The 
latter wanted to support M. Tamms as the 
Government which would have to spend the 
greater part of its strength in combating its 
home enemies,” and he instructed Count Vow 
Ann to that effect. The Count, however, 
instead of acting upon these instructions to 
further Brsmancn’s policy, organized a policy 
of his own, and opposed Bismarck so strongly 
that he gained the favorable side of the Em- 
peror, so that he paid more attention to Vow 
Azwrm’s than to Bremancr’s suggestions, and, 
when the latter approached the Emperor with 
the suggestion that the German support of 
M. Turers would strengthen the German 
Empire, he found to his surprise that the 
Emperor had already been convinced by Von 
Anym that the defeat of Turns would en- 
danger monarchical government all over Eu- 
rope. The London Saturday Review, com- 
menting upon this situation, says: 

How Count Amen could have brought himself and 
his master to this conclusion is hurd to see. The im- 
mense difficulties against which the French Govern- 
ment had then to contend promised rather to have the 
effect of discrediting the particular institutions, 
whether monarchical or republican, under which the 
conflict was to be carried on. The failure of a Re- 
public to compass ends hardly distinguishabie from 
impossibilities might bave done much for the mon- 
archical principle in Europe, whereas similar failures 
incurred by a King would only dave brought the 
monarchical principle into disgrace, If the Count of 
Cuamponp had really mounted the thronein the au- 
tumn of 1873, it would have been the greatest blow 
that could have been struck at the cause of royalty in 
general. That Count Amum should heve been blind 
to this is as fatal to his pretensions to statesmanship 
as bis method of dealing with State papers—enpposing 
that this volume has been published with his knowl- 
edige—is to bis appreciation of diplomatic duty. 

The most important feature of this diplo- 
matic episode, however, is the fact that, after 
Tams was defeated, Count Von Annum had 
the temerity to advise the Emperor that

proposal brought out a furious letter froin 
Bismarcs, in which he informed Vor Annim 
that this was the very policy he had beem 
trying to drive into his head and against 
which he (Vow Anm) had succeeded in 
prejudicing the Emperor.

THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE, 

The days when the Holy Alliance rvijed all 
Europe with unholy despotism are; past. 
There looms up in the near future another 
league of monarchs,—the three Emy erors of 
Russia, Germany, and Austria, — and this 
triple alliance bids fair to play 2 taost com- 
manding part in the struggles o the next 
decade. Itis destined to make history. It 
is now becoming plain that the recent meet- 
ing of the three Emperors meant a great 
deal, despite the efforts of the svared French 
and English press to show thrit the meeting 
was only a matter of courtesy, with no polit- 
ical weight whatever. An agreement was en- 
tered into there, of which an pparently well- 
informed correspondent of t'ne Nation claims 
to give the details.

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GAS FOR IRON. 
A revolution in manufacturing and an 
enormous development of our exports of iron 
are not unlikely to be the results of an ex- 
periment which has just been quietly and 
successfully tried in Pittsburg. The firms of 
Saxo, Cuatrant & Co. and Grarr, Bexnert 
& Co. have brought the gas flowing from a 
well 15 miles from Pittsburg, through pipes 
to their furnaces, and have successfully sub- 
stituted it for coal in the manufacture of 
iron. The cost of their experiment was 
$110,000, and each expects to save by this 
new fuel about $40,000 a year. The gas is 
almost pure hydro-carbon, and comes out of 
the ground with such power as to force itself 
through 15 miles of pipe. The fuel furnished 
by the gas-well is equal to about 100,000 
bushels of coaladay. It gives a saving of 
more than 20 per cent in making iron, and is, 
beside, much cleaner, easier to handle, and 
more rapid in heating, thancoal. A puddling- 
furnace that it takes several hours to heat by 
coal can be heated by this gas in three-quar- 
ters of an hour. A larger gas-well is now

THE TIME FOR THE TRIALS. 

A gentleman connected with the Government 
offices yesterday gave it to be understood that 
there would be no special effort made to 
get on the whisky trials before the hol- 
idays.

JURISDICTION.

Nzw Ton., Nov. 29.—The Council to be called 
for the purpose of trying the question at issne 
between Plymouth Church and Mrs. Moulton 
will probably not be organized and ready for 
work before Jan. 1. Mrs. Moulton’e answer to 
Piymouth Church’s address will, it is thought, 
be presented at the business meeting which 
takes place Friday evening next. After that it 
will be necessary for the two parties to meet and 
arrange a letter-muselve, appoiot a time for con- 
vening the Council, and name the peisous who 
shall compose it. It is considered doubtful if 
the two parties can agree upon the 
points which hall be introduced in 
the letter-missive, and thet, in case 
of such s disagreement, the mutual Council 
will fall to the ground. A prominent member 
of Plymouth Church stated to-day that the mem- 
bers of that body were thoroughly in earnest in 
the matter, aud there was a general feeling of 
satisfaction that the Council was to be convened. 
They are perfectly in accord with the statements 
made in the church's answer to Mes. Moulton’s 
note, but hope the scandal will not be brought 
before the public. They hope the matter will 
only be considered from an ecclesiastical point 
of view. The Council will have no power 
to compel the attendance of witnesses, be- 
iog merely an arbitrator, and can only 
take such testimony as people may 
choose to give. Assistant-Pastor Halliday said 
that the church would not recede from its posi- 
tion, and that the introduction of scandal rested 
with the Council. A friend of the church stated 


that Mr. Beecher would take a very active part 


in the matter, and that the Examining Commit- 
tee were determined to get the right kind of 
s Council. He seriously doubted if any Cotncil 
would make a decision of guilt, whatever the 
case might be; that they would: not admit 
testimony concerning that question, and it was 
not relevant to the question at issue. 
4 GOOD MAN NOT TO FOOL WITH AT ALL. 

Some time since Deacon Duncan, a member of 
Plymouth, received a resolution which had been 
adopted by the church to the effect that be should 
appear before an examiviog committee and state 
bis reasons for non-attendance. A few days be- 
tore ths meeting he was cailed upon by Mr. 
Hawkins, and also Mr. Blair and Mr. Christiansen, 
who said that the church proposed to drop his 
name from the roll. Deacon Duncan then ad- 
dressed a note to Thomas G. Shearman, protest- 
ing against this action on the part of the church. 
This statement in answer to the resolution sent 
bim, was read tothe examining committee, but 
there were unwilling that the case should rest 
there, and insisted on having bis 
reasons for not attending service at the 
church. He told them that he believed

JUSTICE POLLAK. 
WHAT HE SAYS ABOUT THAT INDICTMENT. 

A paragraph in Sunday’s TRrsune was the first 
intimation Justice Pollak had of the fact that be 
had been indicted for charging illegal fees, and 
his feelings on Sunday, as he went to church, 
and observed that people wifom he had known 
for years were rather intently looking at him, 
were, to say the least, uncomfortable. Early 
yesterday morning he hastened to the County 
Court, saw State’s Attorney Reed and the Clerk 
of the Criminal Court, and was told by both of 
these gentlemen that they knew nothing about 
any charges having been made, and that he 
need take no trouble about the affair, and might 
poreue the even tenor of his way until he was 
sent for. Justice Pollak was quite indignant at 
the charge, and was anxious to go to an immedi- 
ate trial, without a jury, and with only the 
— 4 book and the records of his office as evi- 

ence. 

A TRrpone reporter called on the Justice yes- 
terday and learned what is probably the true 
state of the case. It seems that on the 19th of 
last August Mr. George Sparling, a lawyer, 
brought in a complaint signed by Ellen House- 
hildor va. Patrick F. Driscol and others. The 
c.mplainant was sworn, aud a warrant issued in 
compliance with ber request. For tbis the Jus- 
tice charged the proper sum, $1, which, u wul be 
seep, was perfectly proper according to the law 
as it is laid down in the Revised Statutes of [lii- 
nois, 1874, p. 517, Sec. 40 : 

If a Justice shall refuse to issue s warrant after a 
party brings a complaint in writing, he is liable to be 


For taking each complaint in writing, under oath, 
35 cents ; for docketing each suit, 25 cents; for enter- 
ing any order in the case, 15 cents ; for each summons 
or @ warrant, 25 cents. 

in this case the complaint was taken, the suit 
entered on the docket, the usual order entered, 
and a warrant served, the whole charge amount- 
ing to $1. It seems that Mrs. Householder went 
before the Grand Jury and made some complaint 
against the officer who had iesued the warrant, 
and, in some way or otber, nobody koows how, 
Mr. Pollak was indicted for charging illegal fees. 
The reporter was shown the Justice’s books 
wherein are kept records of all matters coming 
up in the courts, and oa the docket this very 
case appears on the 19th of August.
